The Russian White Eagle—Michael Dimit 
rievitch Skubeleff. 


Perhaps no more striking instance of the 
doctrine of heredity might be shown than in 
the case of Gen. Skoneleff. Not only is his 
father a soldier of distinguished ability, but 
his grandfather rose froma common soldier to 
first rank as General in the Caucasts. When 
Only 18, young Michael took so energetic a 
partinsome disturbances at the University 
that his attendance at the seat ot learning was 
summarily dispensed with, but not before he 
had mastered several languages and acquired 
an Ompnivorous appetite for reading. 


There are few better read men to-day in 
Europe than the General. After his dismissal 
from the University, he was sent with a regi- 
ment of the guards to assist in suppressing the 
insurrection, After passing through different 
divisions of the Russian army, he wasin 1873 
transferred to Turkestan, taking part in the 
famous expedition to Khiva as Lieutenant- 
Colonel of a Cossack regiment. From this 
period it may be said he began his upward 
career. The story of Lis exploits in the Rasso- 
Turkish war includes ail that was most excit- 
ing in the war which brought the Russian 
ariny within sight of the minarets of Stamboul. 

As bis recent speech at Paris shows, he is 
singularly undiplomatic. effusive, and en- 
thusiastic. He has a great career before him, 
but were he asked to sacrifice his lifeas a 
volunteer in thé ranks ef the insurgents of the 
Herzegovina, he would go to death without 
hesitation to advance the interesis of the 
same. 


THAT HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 


The Opposing Stories Toid by Wr. and Mrs. 
* MeNally. 

A bighway robbery and an alleged attempt 
at Outrage which occurred near Lafayette and 
Grand avenues early on Tuesd..y morning last 
caused some excitement.

Yesterday 
Officer Gottwald was sent after Mrs. McNailv, 
as some fears were felt that she would vanish. 
She was also put under bonds. Since McNal- 
ly has been forced to appear he has put a new 
phase onthecase. Hesaidthat the woman 
was not his wife, and that he had never been 
married to her. He nad lived with her for 
some time, but had recently left her and lived 
in another localitv. Mrs. McNally, as she 
calls herself, was seen yesterday by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter at the Four Courts and 
asked concerning the statements made by Mc- 
Nally. She replied that she was married to 
McNally and would produce her credentiais to 
that effect. She isa neat, good-looking young 
woman about 25 0r26 years old. When she 
signed the appearance bond before Clerk Fin- 
ney of the Criminal) Court she remarked to him 
that she did not know how she should sign it, 
Mary McNally, or her maiden name, Mary 
Baker. She finaly compromised the matter 
by signing it Mary McNaliv, nee Baker. Before 
the robbery occurred Mra. McNally lived with 
a Mrs. Wrighton Missouri avenue, but since 
she has taken up her residence elsewhere.

The Sbipherd Investigation. 
WASHINGTON, April 14.—The Shipherd in- 
vestigation was resumed this morning. Wit- 
ness said: The subject of war with Chili was 
never discussed with Blaine or Blair.

The Gov- 
ernor also has some doubts as to any pro-

the act of March 18, 1881. There is also some 
dvubtasto a registration Deing necessary 
only at generalelections. This being so, he 
says many would vote not entitied to 
vore, while others entitled to vote 
would be precluded from doing so, and 2 
contest would be the result.

For some time past gangs of men have been 
at work removing the old material and pre 
paring the roadway on Second street for the 
granite blocks with which that thoroughfare 


isto be laid. The contractors who are doing 
the work are Mesers. Skrainka & Vieths, and 
much interest Was manifested by citizens and 
business people to see the work completed as 
early as possibie, in order that they might be 
afforded the opportunity of testing the 
superiority of a granite pavement over the old 
kinds of. St. Louis thoroughfares. It was 
expected that the men would begin placing 
the blocksin positiou to-duy, but yesterday 
the contractors were notified by the Street De- 
partment that the granite was not acceptable, 
for the reason that it did not conform to the 
specifications embraced in the contract. The 
contractors will, therefore, be obliged to delay 
their work until they can furnish stone that 
will meetthe approval of the Street Commis- 
sioner. Inthe meantime the street will remain 
in a badly torn up condition, to the disgust of 
people who are obliged to traverse it.

The Wonderful Auriculars of a Small 
Indiana Boy. 
From the Lafayette Courier. 
A strance and wonderful phenomenon has 
just been bronght to our cftice, in the person 
of little Willie Lester, whose father is » well- 
to-do-farmer on the Wea plains. Willie is 
Only about ten vears old, unusually bright 
and intelligent for his age, and has alwavs 
been remarkabiein his neighborhood for his 
wonderful ears. His right one is perfectly 
immense, being, we should judge, as large as 
a palm-leaf fan, Wuiist the otheris no bigger 
than the ear of an ordinary-sized wax-doll. 
Until quite recent}y nothing unusual had 
ever been noticed in his hearing, vut lately 
he bas developed wonderful powers in that 
direction. Wiauth bis small ear he can bear the 
faintest buzzing of the smallest bugs aod in- 
sects, and can even detect sounds uttered by 
the minutest animalicuiz—so small that thev 
are not even vVisilb!: tothe naked eye. A fly 
rinning along a window-pane, a caterpillar 
crawling across a sheet of paper, make suffi- 
cient noise to attract his attention, even 
when his back isturned. The sense of hear- 
ing is eo a ute in this earthat itis absolutely 
painful to him, and he is compelled to wear 
acorkin at ali times. The right and large 
ear is quite the reverse ofits little companion 
in both its powers and properties. To it 
these minute and near sounds so painfully 
discernable to the other are lost, but distant 
noises are readilv heard. Although resid- 
ing fifteen and a quarter miles from any 
ruilroad—Lafayette being the nearest point 
—yet Wiilie cain distinetiy hear the trains 
and miils blowing their whistles, and can 
easily distinguish between the engine bells 
and the city bells. When the Wabash round- 
house blew up some weeks since Willie felt 
the shock as severelv as though he had been 
in the building itrelf. He had been unwell! 
for some days and was sleeping later thau 
usual that morning, and when the explosion 
occurred he sprang from the bed with a 
frightened scream and holding his ear with 


the middle of the reom. On claer days 
he has often heard Sheriff Taylor sum- 
moning witnesses from the Court-house 
window. He distinctly heard the noise of 
the mob at Kokomo, Monday night, which 
wasavery clear night.

“There is this to say of President Arthur, 
said a lady whose name was conspicuous in 
seciety circles during the Liaves regime. No 
other man I know of could maintain his so- 
cial position with the extreme good taste that 
Mr. Arthur does without a izdy’s assistance. 
He has more tact than balf the women in the 
country, and is an expert in saying those little 
things which, though trivial in the mselves, go 
so far toward establishing success in Wash- 
ington. A lady nowin Washington, but who 
lives gon the Hudson, near New York City, 
where her husband knew Mr. Arthur many 
yeara ago, was recently presented to the Pres- 
ident, who delighted her by at once saying, 
‘Ah, Mrs. Brownstone, 1 remember your 
husband very well, indeed. I now see why it 
was he used to hurry off up the Hudson 80 
frequentiy, and why he seemed so much ben- 
efited by his trips.’ Of course the lady was 
pleased to think the President remembered 
her busband so well, and whenever our littie 
etuh meets somebody is called on to tell ber 
experience with the President.” 

President Arthur is a frequent attendant at 
St. John’s Epsicopal Caurch, which stands 
just across the park from the White House, 
and which has alwys been a fashionable 
place of worship. It is one of the oldest 
chureh edifices in Washington, and resembles 
an old Virginia court-house more than an 
Episcopalian church. It is impossible to rent 
a pew for love or money now, and has been 
all winter. The Government in early days 
always bad a pew there, but there has been 
no Episcopalian President for so long that 
President Arthur pays for his own. The 
littie Campbellite Cnurch, which was 80 
thronged during President Garfield’s brief 
reign, has dropped out of sight again, al- 
though the Garfie'd pew, where the assassin 
used to watch him through the window, is 
still an object of curiosity tu a few strangers. 

President Arthur is said to have been very 
wuch disgusted with the public reception 
heid at the White House during Gen. Grants 
visit, and it is reported that his 1eceptions 
hereafter will be attended only by invited 
guests. This is not likely to meet with much 
popularity. The people love to go to the 
White House and took about, for they feel 
and often claim thatitis due them, because 
they own the house and the President does 
not. The damage done to the building by last 
week’s crush was sufficient to disgust one, 
however, and afew more like it would be 
disastrous to the elegant furniture and the 
decorations which have recentiy been com- 
pleted. Several of the large double doors 
had to be entirely scraped and revarnished in 
order to obliterate the scratches made by the 
coat-buttons, jewelry, etc., on the clothing 
of the crowds that were squeezed through 
them.

Loncon Letter to New York Times. 


The dinner at the Lora Mavor’s on Satur- 
davin celebration of Smoke Abatement re- 
vives an early jest. The Smoke Abatement 
Exhibition is beidin South Kensington, and 
the most experienced residents of South 
Kensington aver that never have the fogs, 
and especially the smoke-foys, been so fre- 
quent oreo thick as during this period. A 
correspondent, whe clearly does not perceive 
the distinction between smoke which is a 
nuisance aud smoke which is beneficent, 
complains of the tobacco smoking at the Lord 
Mavor’s dinner. ‘‘It was most comi- 
cal,” writes he, “to hear speaker 
after speaker denounce London smoke 
and London fogs, whilst a!'most 
every one present was blowing a cloud of to- 
bacco emoKe, andthis inabadly ventilated 
room.’”? The grumble should have passed

AiCELLULOID NOSE. 


How a San Francisco Dentist Repairs 
the Ravages of Discase. 
From the San Francisco Bulietin. 


A Kearney:#treet dentist, who is anything 
but oid in years or his profession, yesterday 
afternoon performed the difficult artistic job 
of.supplying a horribly divfigured human 
face with an artificial nose and upper lip. A 
reporter who baa heard that the operation 
was to be performed called on the skillful 
practitioner and requested permission to wit- 
ness the achievemeat of science. At first the 
dentist declined to allow a representative of 
the pressto witness the operation, having 
grave fears that such a proceeding would scat 
ter the sacred traditions of the healing art 
which maintain and encourage mediocrity by 
compelling every clever practitioner to uide 
under a bushei and await the slow process of 
being discovered in the darkness of nis unad- 
vertised office by an indiser'minaiing public. 
Having been assured that his name would be 
kept a profound secret, the dentist consented 
to gratify his visitor’s curiosity, and stared 
that the patient was a Chinese woman whose 
nose and upper lip had been destroye! by 
cancer. 

‘She will be here in afew moments,’’ said 
the dentist, and almost immediately the wo- 
man entered, accompanied by a man in Chi- 
nese attire, whuse face offered incontrovert- 
ible evidence ofan admixture of Caucasian 
blood. The woman held a handkerehbief to 
her face until she bad taken her seat in the 
operating chair, when she removed the cloth 


‘and displayed a countenance inexpressibly 


horrible. She had once been good looking 
beyond the degree of comeliness usually dis- 
played by the Chinese women one sees in 
California, for her cheeks were round and 
her eyes rather shapely. The disease had, 
however, uot only deprived ber of her nose, 
but destuoyed ber upper teeth and left the 
bones bare and surrounded by frightiui cica- 
trices that ran through the corners of her 
mouth and up the bridge of her nose toward 
the eyebrows. To make such a face present- 
able seemed an impossibiiity, but the task 
was performed speediiy and successfuily. 
The nose aod lip had already been molded in 
celluloid from a plaster cast of the face, and, 
having been carefully colored, presented a 
most Siteltke appearance. The dentist in 
molding the nose had to depend entirely on 
his imagination, and had modeled athorough- 
ly Asiatic one. The artificial lineaments 
having been prepared, there remained only 
the interesting but difficult feat of attaching 
them. 

In supplying artificial noses it is custom- 
ary to attach them by spectacles, but in tae 
Chinese Woman’s case such an arrangement 
would have been impossible, owing '9 the 
great size of the distigurement caused by the 
loss of the lip and teeth. The ditiiculty was 
overcome by attaching a gold springto the 
upper jawin the masner in whico single 
teeth are affixed. The —s ran up to where 
the bridge of the nose should have been, and 
to this spring the artificial nose and lip were 
attached by an India rubber loop. The 
combined pressure of the spring and the 
India rubber drew tne celluloid mask so close 
to the face that, being moided to fit the cheeks, 
it would have looked quite natural but for 
the lack of that transparency which living 
tissue possesses. While the woman’s coun- 
tenance was in repose, the effect of the work 
was remarkably good, and the transformation 
which it effected in her looks was so great 
that she eagerly seized the mirror offered bv 
the dentist, and, lookiog at her reflection, she 
uttered an exclamation of surprise and de- 
light. She gave the practitioner a handful! of 
$10 pieces, and trotted off with her haif-caste 
escort, filled with a satisfaction at parting 
with wealth seldom shown by Mongolians,

A Young Child Burnt to Death, 4nd 


Its Mother in a Critical 
Condition.

Scene of Horror at the Burning of a 


Tenement House This Morning. 


A little after 1 o'clock this morning Private 


Watchman Phillips was walking along Jeffer- 


son avenue, near Franklin avenue, when he 
heard shouts ana cries of fire coming from the 
center of the block. He turned on an alarm 
and then found thatthe fire was situated in 
the center of the biuck bounded by Franklin 
avenue, Morgan street, Jefferson avenue and 


Twenty-fifth street. 


A iot of tumbie-down brick houses, to which 
the eutrance was through the main alley, were 
the scene of the excitment. The houses, six in 


number, which were all occupied by megroes, 
front to the east, the only entrance to them be 
ing a wooden addition used as a kitchen. The 
addition was as high as the houses themselves, 
was covered in,and the approach to the second 
story inthe row was made by rickety steps 
leading from the yard. 


The fire started in this frame addition, down 
stairs and in about the middle of the row. The

wood burned like tinder, and as the dilapi- 
dated balcony was the only means of egress, 
it isa great wonderthatall the people living 
up stairs, who were in bed at the time, were 
not hemmed in and burnt to death 
by the flames. The 
the tire is 
the frame attachments spoken of were used 
as kitchens by tne several negro families, and 
asthere were turee or four stoves in use in 
these wooden kitchens, it is probable that the 
fire can be accounted foriatnis way. Inthe 
second story of the buiiding, just over where 
the flames were first seen, lived Mrs-_ Mona 
Jobnson, her 13 year old daughter Virginia 
and an iniant child. 

Mrs. Johnson, who was 

AWAKENED BY THE SHOUTING, 
jumped out of bed and aroused her children. 
As she came to the doorthe flames were al 
ready plying around the only stairway by 
which she could escape, and were eating 
through the boards of the floor of the porch 
beneath her feet. Her daughter Virginia called 
a negro man named Hunt Anderson in the next 
room, and as her mother saw the girl at 
the door she thought all was safe. Mrs. John- 
sonrushed down the stairs with her younger 
child in ber arms, laid it away in a placeo 
safety and beganto look for Virginia. The 
girlcould not be found. At this time the 
greatest confusion prevailed among the ten. 
antsof the row, most of whom were throwing 
their household goods-out into the yard on 
which the row fronts. 

Women were crying, mep shouting, and in 
the general diniMrs. Johnson's outcries as she 
asked tor her daughter were unheard. Satis- 
fied after a short search that the girl must be 
inside in the building still, the poor mother 
rushed up the stairs, which were now all 
ablaze, and attempted to gointo her own 
apartments to hunt the girl. She 
succeeded in gunining the top of tle 
stairs, but here the fire beat so fiercely 
against ber that she had tofali back. She was 
carried down stairs with her clothes all on 
fire. It was seen that she was very Dadly 
burned and an ambulance was sent for to take 
ber t othe Dispensary. Here it was found that 


her breast, arms and limbs were so badly" 


burnt as to make her condition very eerions, 
She was at once transferred to the hospital, 
where she now lies in a dangerous condition. 
When the Fire Department arrived the fire was 
soon mastered. When extinguished it had 
burned only the wooden additions from four of 
the houses, leaving the brick wall exposed and 
the door frames and windows init charred to 
a cinder. 

The fire was burning towards the south, and 
if the wood had been blazing at all, it would 
have swept away the whoie wooden addition, 
and at Jeast a dozen persons who live in the 
second stery would have bad no way of escape 

BUT TO LEAP INTO THIB FIRE, 

The flames were extinguished in less than 
an hour. Just as soon as it was possible to do 
so, rr couple ot firemen ran a 
small ladder up to the door 
of Mrs. Johnson’s room and climbed it tohunt 
for the girl. This was the only means of en- 
trance, asthe stairs were in ashes. Justin 
side the doorway Virginia was found, lying 
dead on the floor. Her clothes, face and 
hands were badly burnt, but not as much as 
would be expected. It is a myste why 
she failed to follow her mother, and it is 
believed that, asshe rushed to the door and 
saw the flames, she became 80 frightened that 
she ran back in an endeavor to get out seme 
other way, forgetting that atthe other side 
there was only adead wall. The corpse was 
laid on the bed, where a reporter found it this 
morning, awaiting the coming of the Coroner. 
Tne room is not badly buint, and most of the 
furniture is all right, the floor being intact. 

In most cases the furniture, save that which 
wasin the burned wooden addition, is but 
little damaged. Several stoves feil through 
the charred floor of the porch and were broken 
to pieces. An old colored lady, named Mrs. 
Gilbert, who livedin the end of the row, with 
her north window facing on thealley, hada 
very narrow escape. She jumped ont of bed 
and ranfor the stairs, but they were already 
on fire. Then she took a couple of mattresses, 
threw them out into the alley and leaned 
out on the pile, escaping all injury. This 
morning she was very thankful. Sne said she 
dia not know how she managed the feat. 
‘*Lord, honey,’’ said she to the reporter, ‘‘it 
was getting so hot up here I had to do some- 
thing. I threw them things out and jes rolled 
out on top of ’em.’’

The New Building in Contemplation— 
Transfer of Catholic Inmates. 


About six weeks ago Fathers Walsh ana 
Henry, the well kuown Roman 
Catholic clergyman, were authorized 
by Mayor Ewing to select such in- 
mates of the House of Refuge as were of their 
faith forthe purpose of transferring them to 
the Catholic Protectorate at Glencoé and to 
other Catholic orphan asylums of the city. 
Yesterday the reverend gentlemen removed 


forty-two Catholic children from the city 
reform school. Only six of them were girls, 
Tue children range from two and a balf to four- 
teen years of age,and none ot them are vicious 
or troublesome. The boys will be transferred 
te the Catholic Protectorate and the girls wii] 
be provided with homes at different asyloma. 

It will be remembered that one of the last 
ordinances passed during the last session of 
the Municipal Assembly wus an ordinance ap.

LONE JACK. 


—-- 


The Celebrated Battle Between the 
Guerrilla Bands of Missouri. 


‘Major Johs N. Edwards’ Graphic De- 


seription of the Engagement— 
Major Emory S. Foster 
Tells the Tale of 
the Fight. 


The renewed interest manifested by 
the public in the guerrilla warfare’ that 
made Misseuri conspicuous during’ the 


rebellion, has developed frequent references 
to the battle of Lone Jack. Tuat celebrated 
engagement, which was unparalleled in its 
ferocity and its exhibitions of personal bra- 
very, is yet uvufamiliar in its details toa Ma- 
jority of people, and pumerous inquiries 
have been made for a recitai of the facts con- 
nected therewith. The true bistory of Lone 
Jack has never been written; but the coming 
historian must recognize in that battle a coa- 
centration of all the guer:ila “blood thar 
coursed through the veins of Missouri Con- 
federates and F-derals. It wasa meeting of 
the giants of Western wariare, and only 
lacked a few elements to render it one of utter 


annihilation, for the facts disclose a tenaci:y 
of . urpose biiherto unknown in the annals of 
civilized war, 

Maj>»r Emory S. Foster, now Secretary of 
thy Board of Pubic Lmap- ovements, then ony 
24 vears of age, was in command of the Fed- 
era) forces as disj r of tue Seventa Reviment 
of Mi-sourt Cavairy, while the Coufcdersaies 
were commanded by ('o'. Coffee and Col. 
fhe seventh Regiment war 
reerulted in Central Missouri in the winter of 
1861-"62. under the most adverse circum- 
stunce-. The whole country was filed with 
CONFEDERATE ARMIES @AND GUERRILLA 

BANDS 
and rec ulting wa -arried on at the point 
of the bayonet, the officers having to fighi 
their way in‘o the reeruvits, and o force 
them to the statious at Sedaliaand Warrens- 
burg under stroag «scort, 

“The battle of Lone Jack,’’ ssid Maj 
Fos er vesterday ‘0 areporter of the Posr- 
DISPATCH, “‘wasa terridle ene,en aceoun 
of ihe vaerrilia spirit that animated botb 
sides. Of course, the contending parties 
were of the regular army aud miltiia when 
the line of battie was drawn, but befere the 
first gun had fired the Confederates were 
Joined by one hundred and forty of Quan- 
trel’s dare devils, who fought that diy 
witb pecultar fierceness. For the 
most part the participants ip that battle were 
raw recruits, but the Coafeieraies had two 
advantages—tbe first in numbers, and the 
second in a god sprinkiing of men who leved 
to face danger in all its forms. Lose Jack is 
conspicuous as bet.g the only occasion where 
Quantreil’s ba.d j ied with tbe regular 
Covfederace armies in a purely@military cou- 
tes!.’’ 

Pe ay are the facts connected with the bat- 
tle?” 

‘It is rather a long story, but with the aid 
of wy official report, I shall probably be abie 
to condense the details. In 
obedience to an ovder received 
frem Brig.-Gen. Jas. Totten, commanding the 
Cevtrai Di-trict of Missourl, dated at J-ffer- 
son City, August 12, 1862, 1 went from Syra- 
cuse to Sedalia tv take Colimmand of the forecs 
about to march to L+x pg'on, Company H 
of the Seventh Missou-i State swilitia, Cup. 
Slocum, from Syracu~e, reported to me at 11 
o'clock p. m. on the 12h.

*" FOOD OR REST. 
Theo I reeeived -o order from Brig.-Gen. 
Tetten to march a! daviightin the direction 
of Lone Jack with 800 mea. It was under- 
stood that Col. Warren would meet me there 
with asimivar number of men, ia order to 
give battletoa large foree of Oonfederates 
knowe to be hovering about that locality. The 
orders were thai whoever sbould first 
reach Lone Jack must engave the 
enemy and hold them nol the reinfercement 
of the other shvuld arrive. Had tho-e orders 
been promp'ly obeyed, the resuit of Lene 
Jack would have had a greater tuflueace upon 
the war’s results. Bui, alas! Col. Warren 
never came, although within hearing of our 
artiilery while the eng*gement lasted.

9 o’clock that night, and compietely routed 
the enemy. Lieut. Develin, being drunk 
acted very badiv and was arrested and the 
artillery placed in charge of Sergeant Seott 
The men slept on their arms along’ the 
streets,” 

*The Confederate officers have been criti- 
cised for not making a return attack tha! 
nigh ?” ; 

‘*I scarcely share in the criticism, ‘since we 
were as tboroucs'y pre pared and watchfu: 
that night as on he fo'owieg dav. A»vour 
daylight the pickets camein and reported 
that the enemy were advgnenz, 
about three thousand strong, Severa’ 
scouts had reported, and still no word of 
Warren, who should have been in support- 
ing distance. Two parties were still out, 
leaving us only 749 men, but knowing the 
instructions (ol. Warren bad received, and 
helievisg bim to be in hearing of my artillery 
l awaited the enemy. 

THE ATTACK WAS MADE 
about forty minu.es after ube pickets came 
in. The enemy attempted toturn both my 
right and ‘eft, but were ussble te do sn, by 
reason of athick hedge which protected us 
on each flank,@and efforded some pro- 
tection to our front, the reir being protected 
by a small, deep stream, the crossing of which 
we held. The enemy’s cavalry, being thrown 
iate confusion by the bhedve and annoyed by 
sharpshooters placed behind it, fled in con- 
fusion, rejoiming the main body, which then 
attacked usin front. After a desperate con- 
fl ct of four hours’ duration, the enemy began 
to fallback. Art this time Lieut. Develin 
came onto the field, and, rushing among his 
men, ordered them to fali back, leaving the 
guns. Seeing this, the enemy raltied and 
made an atiempi to cavture the artiller:, 
but were repulsed with creat slaughter. Of 
sixty men led bv me im this charge, only 
eleven reached the gins, and they were a’| 
wounded. Inthe act of dragying the cannon 
out ef the enemy’s reach, | vas shot down 
and carried from the fie.d as one who bad re- 
ceived bis death blow, wile my brother fell 
mortally wounded. Capt. Browner was thus 
left in command. Afterasevere hand-:o- 
hand fight, which lasted baif ao bour, ‘he 
enemy gave way and retreated, teaving us the 
field and the guns. Atthis time Coa!. Coffee 


came in sight with about 1.500 men, 
having collected his ferees, which were 
scettcred the night before. Capt. Browner 


then fell back, Waving tke guns, and av hour 
afterwards the enemy came up and took pos- 
session of the field. Col. Vard Cockrell and 
Cel. Lee, the latrer an o'd friend »f my fath- 
er’s, Who was himself a wminis'er, came to 
where [ was lying inthe agonies of several 
wounds, and believing that | was dving,ihey 
Kindly knelt down and comménded my spirit 
to the God of battles. Lam still their debior 
for the prayers. _Butit was nearly a year be- 
fore 1 was ttrovg esough to make my report 
0 headquarters.”? 

te ae was the mortality list of that bat- 
tle! 

“We lost in that fight seventy-two killed 
on the ground and over 175 wounded. The 
Confederates jost seventy-four killed and 
neariv 200 wousded.’’ 

“Was Geo. Lhelby there?” 

“No; if be wad been the gallant Seventb 
Miseouri might Rave received total extine- 
tion. Jo. Sheioy was oneSof the crestest sol- 
diers of moderr times. Hie has a head like 
Sheridaa amd Grant, and was born to war. 
He was col, brave, intrepid and utterly ir- 
resistible. ” 

MAJOR JOHN N. EDWARDS, 
ia bis owe graphic manner, gives the follow- 
ing description of the battle of Lone Jack: 

“It was an Auguat day, hot, but with some 
wind. Onthe afternoon of the 15th some 
cl-uds began to gather about Lene Jack,a small 
Villave in the eastern portion ef Jackson 
county, Oncealone black jick tree stood 
there—taller than its compani::;s and larger 
than any near toit; from this tree the tewn 
took its name. The clouds that w-re seen 
gathering there were cavalry men. Succoer- 
ing recruits ia 6very manner possible, and 
be'ping them on to rendezous by roads, 
or lanes, or water courses, bersemen ac 
quainted with the country kept riding up and 
ad wn. A company of these, on the evening 
ef the 15:5, were in tha village of Lone Jack. 
Cockrell Was aleo in the neigh erbood, but 
no! visible.-© ff<e was there also, and Tracy, 
Jeckman, Hunter and Hays, that ts to say, 
within striking distance. Maj. Emory 8. 
Foster, doteg active scouting duty in the re- 
gion round anvut Leviogton, had his head- 
quarters in ‘he town. ihe capture of Inde- 
peadence bad been like a blow upon the 
Cheek; he would avenge it.
